THE GREAT HARTHQUAKE 
~ IN CENTRAL JAPAN. 


Pacenneaan 
DETAILS OF THE DISASTER, 


. AT KOBE AND O8ARA. 

‘Tho oldest foreign residents of Kobe aro un- 
animous in saying that no earthquake like that 
of the 28th Ovtober, gays tho Kobe Chronicle, 
haa ever beon: experioneod uinga the port ‘as |, 
opened ; nor has the damage ‘dona both hare aud 
at Osaka over boon greater, Tho night had 
boon remarkably hot and olosa for the time of 
your; there wes a heavy fooling in tho air ag 
Vhongh it wera davaid of oxygen, Just the sort of 
weather, old Yokobama residents sny. that pro-: 
eades 8 savere carthqnake thers, ‘The morning 
was bright-and dlear, with unusually little mist, 
while the sky was sludded with a few light 
flecoy clouds. It was: 845 am. when tha 
firat shook was exporioncad, this’ being far 
and away the worat, Most poople. wore in their 
housis at the, timo, and many had not yot 
risen. 8nddenlya low rumbling was heard, which 
grogually, inoreased until it became a roar; 
balls beran to ring, the floors of the. rooma 
seemed to rise and fall, and ovory window gheok 
as if not o pane of glass would bo loft intact. 
‘Tho walls of the stontest-builé housea qnivered 
as if battering rama had been brought to bear 
againat them, while ominous crasks opened 
through whiok.it was possible to sea the light. 
Nothing seemed te prevent the complete collapse 
of some houses but the fuet that they were built 
of wood, and so stood the strain far better than 
brick would have done, as proved by the torrible 
disasters to the mills at Osaka, No wondar that 
}avery ane séomed.soined with panic. To tha 
jeugling of bolls aod the breaking of oreckar:, 
tho downfall of lamps (fortunately oxting-aished) 
and the oracking of walls, tho yvambling in- 
creased to a roar, and houses shook ag if the 

ext moment would cartainly soe thoir collapse, 
hore wad an exodas everywhora. into tha 
streets of tarror-striokeu poople, many in their 
night dereases.. Then tho roar gradually dicd 
away, the worst was.ovar, and it ‘wis pooatbla 
toconnt the cost. 2 

Fow houses but did not suffer moro or légs. 
Pictires were thrayn. down, vases overturned, 
nicknacks shattered—this was the minor damaze 
every house experienced. Buta cloaor sarvay of 
the foreign residences showed that horo and there 
somebad suffered severely. "Tho sot of chimueys 
on the eastern side of the Hyogo Hotel nearest 
to tho soa had fallon into the street, fortuustely 
without striking any ons, but naturally the noice 
of the falling bricks alarmed the guests, who 
woads for safer quartors without mnok delay. 
At-the Hotel des Colonies it was ths stack 
of chimneys on the senthorn side whioh fall, pari. 
| penetrating the roof.of the yorandah while tho 
rest slid off into tho roadway, Hore. again no 
one. was injured by tho falling debris, but the 
soone insidy was oxoiting enough for tho time. 
Almost the whola of the terrified guests ran 
down the stairs to leave tho vibrating houso, 
and were only prevented by the expostulations 
of the energetic managor from putting them. 
selvex into still groater danger by rushing into 
the streat. A chimney at the Hongkong 
Shanghai Bouk’ collapsed, and lies across. the 
roof, but fortunately did not do any groat du- 
mage to tho building. 

Some of the houses on tho anffered as 
sevoraly aa thoae in the Concession. Mr. Tom’s 
three bungalows, between Nakayamato-dori and 
Shimoyamate-dori, ‘wore pecaliarly unfortunate; 
tho chimneys bolonging to the tio end housos 
Hiaving bein iwiated off, while ‘the atack of tho 
contre housy has beon shitted right off its founda- 
tions and looks as ifa very slight shook would 
bring it down altogether. It would bo well, by 
the way, that every one should havo a thorough 
examination made of their chimnoy-stacke with- 
out dolay, or the next typhoon may cans ‘con- 
siderable damage by bringing down chimneys 
the brioks of which have baen loosonod by the 
carthqnele, A chimnoy-stsok lies acroas the 
voof of M. Pirard’s houso in Nakayamate-dori, 
and at the large house mear [kata Temple bo- 
longlag to the compradore of one of tha forgign 
firms chimnoy-stack has also-fallon;. but in no 
single case, so far as wo can learn, has any por- 
sonalinjury rosultod, 4 : ¥ 

Altor the heaviest shook hnd been experienced 
slight vibrations continued to ooour at intervals 
of about fifteen minutes until six or'seven hod 
deen felt, when thora was a lull. Several £ 
ther shooks ocourred during the day, at.longer 
intervals. Tho, force exeroisad by the severcst 
ahook was extraordinary, and a close examiustion 
of one. of the most substantially built houses on | 
tho bill showed a surprising amount of minor 
damage- Substantial wood wainsenting wna 
aplit and great gaps left; plaster was cracked in 
ovary dirention; doors which wore a little stiff 


opened easily now required considarablo foreo ;, 
window-framps had parted where beford they 
wore solid ; while the heavy granite blocks form- 
ing the steps to the ontside door wore shifted a 
fall ingh from their original position. And ull 
thie ina house which in the heaviest typhoon 
atands like a rook. : 

Some of the atores suffered sevorcly, Mesury, 
J. L, Thompson & Co. coming in for an exosp- 
tional amount of disister; many of their show 
cases. wore broken, while’ a large number of 
bottle were shaken from the shelves. Tha curio 
dealera also suffored, but some of the ostimates 
published. of their losses sound somewhat exr-

fi Tho Naniwa Bosoki ig a well-known

por, and very near the mouth of one of the two 
main streams into which the Ajikawa divides -

néotel with Dembo by a wide wooden bridge. 
the ground upon which it. is built being simply 
the sand brought down by tho Ajikows. ‘The 
building which collapsed bax only boon standing, 
for afow months, and isa three storied red-brick 
building in the usual English factory style.
